RE A PPEA R A N C E OF YELLOW FEVER. 


A t no appropriate tim e for more than a 
year has the Kkcorh-Union failed to warn 
the people of the danger of yellow fever 
reappearing in Mexico in ¡sal. 
We have 
believed it would reappear, because it has 
been demonstrated in JSnt7.il thatthebodies 
of victims of the fever, buned without ccr- 
laitt prtvautions, not taken in Mexico, 
are breeders of the plague, till the adjacent 
soil with tiie needs of the disease, and poi­ 
son the atm osphere of the entire region. 
W e went so far as to suggest last fall that 
California would he justified in tendering 
to Mexican authorities her aid in the prose­ 
cution of measures, if such were possible 
of adoption, that would tend to countering 
the effect of the shallow burials of the vic­ 
tim s of the epidemic. 
Hut this idea, pre­ 
cisely as we anticipated, was .scouted. 
It is 
now announced that virulent yellow fever 
has reappeared at (¡uaymus. 
We had pro­ 
phesied 
its 
revival 
in 
May, but the 
hot 
season 
has 
been backward, and 
lienee the propagation of the fever be­ 
gins later by a few days 
We are told 
that grave fears are entertained of the 
spread of the disease to 
I!enmasillo, 
and that steps are being taken to bar its 
progress, 
llerm osillo is due north from 
tiuaym as on the route to California, and 
about midway from (iuaynias to the Ari­ 
zona line 
The fever raged at llenntisillii 
last year, and will probably reappear there 
soon. 
The trend of the epidemic is north­ 
ward and eastward, and there appears lobe 
w hat may be termed a fatality about the 
sweep of a circuit it m ust m ake before it 
expends itself. 
I5ut, nevertheless, precau­ 
tions should i>e taken precisely as if Its 
m arch was prevcntihle 
For we believe 
that it may hr stayed in its march, may he 
diverted, anil its virulence greatly lessened. 
Instances are on record in the report of 
f>nrgeo:i-(icneral Hamilton, of the fever 
passing 
by towns 
strictly quarantined, 
though ravaging the surrounding places. 
Tw o things are demanded for Culifomia. 
First, rigid quarantine by land ; indeed, 
the cutting off of all comm unication with 
N orthern Mexico will be entirely justifi­ 
able if the fever appears at Hermosillo. 
Second, rigid, quarantine hv sea. and the 
absolute refusal of entry to ships from in­ 
fected |«irts. These would bedrastic meas­ 
ures. 
H might lie difficult to secure for 
them legal authority, but, nevertheless, 
they are vitally necessary. 
Yellow fever ill the valleys of California 
w ill clip tluAvings of her progress to an 
extent that ten years of prosperity will not 
repair. 
Yellow fever in California valleys 
will check im m igration, al>-olutcly close 
the tourist seasons, lim it to narrow lines 
all commerce, cripple transportation, drive 
thousands of pisiple from the Stale, Mag­ 
nate trade, throw va-t num bers of workers 
out of employment, stop leading industries 
and generally turn the State backward by 
a decade.. Such evils arc not to lie invited, 
or the slightest chance of their incoming 
be taken for the sake of a meager freight 
and passenger traffic from Mexico hv land, 
or a lim ited commerce by sea. 
Hut it i 
probable that ships w ill continue to come 
ami go, and that for the sake of a tew tolu­ 
o l'steamer freight San Francisco will, at 
an early day, be exercised over yellow fever 
in the harbor. 
II was there list year, but 
late in the season 
The conditions are not 
th e same now, and the chances are that 
neglect of ordinary precautions, the greed 
o f trade, the doubting counsels of physi­ 
cians—some of whom openly state that 
thcv have no fears of a yellow-fever incur­ 
sion 
and the lack of funds provided by 
the State to m aintain land quarantine, 
will combine to give A ellow Jack a wcl- 
«um - to California. 
We sincerely hope 
that the. fears 
entertained 
may prove 
groundless, but in the light of the history 
of the disease as recently given in the 
KpiOBD-USHIN by Mr. Hawley; in the 
light of the recent developm ents in B razil; 
in the face of the testimony collated by the 
Nurgcon-General of the United States, and 


under clim atic conditions favorable to the 
fever, which do exist in our valleys, the 
chances arc against the State. 


THE H IG H 
LICENSE DECISION. 


The Suprem e Court has held the ordi­ 
nance of the Board of Supervisors of Butte 
county to be valid, that fixes an excep­ 
tionally high license—$150 per quarter— 
upon the business relating to intoxicat­ 
ing liquors. The purpose of the ordinance 
was secondary only in its revenue pro­ 
vision. The chief aim and purpose was 
control and regulation. There was no con­ 
cealm ent made of this, and the Supreme 
Court distinctly passed upon it. holding 
th at the local authorities may license for 
the purpose of regulating and controlling. 
As no lim itation to the power is suggested 
by the Court, it would seem that the right 
m ay be exercised at discretion as to the 
am ount of the license tax, and thus very 
stringent tem perance measures be enforced. 
The ordinance held to be constitutional 
provides that even at the rate of $150 per 
quarter, no license shall issue to any appli­ 
cant except upon the petition of a given 
num ber of property-owners w ithin a given 
district, and upon the applicant filing a 
bond th at lie will keep an orderly house. 
The decision brings the whole license ques­ 
tion before the public again, and th at it 
will be discussed is undeniable. It will 
he useless for the opponents of high license 
to 
use other than legitimate agencies 
in defending the,..selves. The question 
has now reached a stage when boycotting, 
and political influence and threats will 
avail nothing, and only react upon those 
who use them . The question now being 
so broadly discussed-—docs prohibition pro­ 
hibit'.’—is being answered quite as fre­ 
quently in the negative as in the affirma­ 
tive; but the question. Does high license 
regulate and control? is about everywhere 
answered affirmatively, and that it is a 
wise policy is conceded in more than one 
State ami in scores of cities, 
hi the exam ­ 
ination of the testim ony upon these topics 
the daily press and periodicals, the reviews 
and magazines, Legislatures and convoca­ 
tions of citizens arc now engaged, and the 
public in California is manifesting a con­ 
cern in the evidence th at is deeper and 
inore widespread than the casual observer 
may be aware. To the collation of some 
of these testimonies, both affirmatively and 
negatively, we propose to give some space, 
it being essential th at the public mind 
should be informed concerning this inter­ 
esting question. which, so far as California 
i- concerned, is now cleared of all legal 
entanglem ent. 


D ispatches received here last evening 
state that the Suprem e < ourt of the State 
has decided, in the ease of Moyer vs. 
Brown, that the city of Sacramento is. by 
the term s of her contract with the holders 
of the city’s bonds, obliged to levy an an­ 
nual tax of one per cent, for the General 
Fund, fiftv-livc per cent, of which must lie 
placed in the Sinking and Interest Fund 
for the paym ent of the interest and princi­ 
pal of the bonds. This settles a much- 
vexed question, one concerning which, by 
the way, this journal has always entertained 
serious doubt of the probability of a deci­ 
sion favorable to the city. This doubt iiad 
grown into belief longagoas the discussion 
of the bonded debt developed the issues be­ 
tween the city and her creditors-. 
That 
belief was th at the decision would be 
precisely 
what it is. and we so ex­ 
pressed 
it. 
It 
has 
no t 
been 
popu­ 
lar, 
in 
one sense, to 
hold 
it. 
but 
it is true, 
nevertheless, that 
it was 
entertained by nearly all who have exam ­ 


in e d into the law of the case thoroughly: 
and it is likewise truethat the city has been 
repeatedly advised by high legal authority 
that tin- law made the levy incum bent 
upon the city. 
It lias not, however, for a 
longtim e been obeyed as it must be, ac­ 
cording to this decision, for the future. We 
do not understand that the decision, how­ 
ever, touches the question raised concern­ 
ing the validity of the debt, and which 
issue is now before the Courts, by the recent 
bill of intervention intcrtuiscc in the bond 
cases in behalf of the city. In common 
with all the people, we wish every legal 
right of the m unicipality to be m ain­ 
tained, and every defense it lias against its 
creditors to lie elaborated and established. 
If the claim of invalidity has merit, it will 
cover the present and all other decisions, 
and enable us to free ourselves from the 
debt legally. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 
CONFERENCE OF SUPERVISORS. 


D istrict A tto rn ey i 'auky is said to have 
advised the Supervisors of tin- county that 
they have not authority to prosecute suits 
at the expense of the county to prevent 
damage 
bv 
hydraulic mining, on the 
ground that the Board cannot use public 
money to litigate to prevent injury to pri­ 


v a t e property. 
He ask-. ' Has Sacramento 
county any property involved in the litiga­ 
tion ?” 
We suggest to General Carey to 
forecast the state of affairs in which, by 
reason of the filling of the streams with 
sfiekens by hydraulic mining, a flood is 
precipitated, and debris, sand and m ining 
slutngullion are washed over the county, 
foundations underm ined, structures swept 
away. etc. 
Having done this, let the Dis­ 
trict Attorney ask him self w hether county 
bridges would be damaged, w hether the 
Court-house would he injured, the costly 
Hall of Records ruined, the County Hospi­ 
tal and farm menaced, the roads leading 
over low lands flooded and buried in sand ? 
The District Attorney is wise in guarding 
the treasury and protesting against useless 
expenditure ; but in this ease, we think, he 
has advanced beyond the limit caution sets. 


T h u letters of General Grant to Fish, on 
which the latter based his charges against 
the former of willfully misleading invest­ 
ors through the firm of Grant & W ard, 
have been published, the General having 
given copies of them prom ptly to the press. 
They do not sustain Fish’s charges in any 
respect. They are not misleading, and no 
man with an ounce of brains could be led 
by them to m ake any special investment. 
There is nothing as yet to show that Gen­ 
eral Grant was privy to the rascality of 
W ard, or had knowledge of the hollowness 
of the firm of Grunt A W ard.

T h e Sup«nrifiors o f C oliu a, Y olo, S utter, 
S an J o a q u in , Yuba, a n d S acram en to in 
C ounoil. 
Pursuant to a call issued by the Supervisors of 
Yuba and Sutter counties, some time since, a 
meeting of the Supervisors of several counties 
convened at the Court-house at 3 r. m. yesterday. 
The m eeting w as called to order by Supervisor 
Sm ith, of Sacram ento, who briefly stated its 
object, and said th at nom inations for C hairm an 
were in order. 
J. F. F latham .ofY uba. was elected Chairm an 
and Charles M. C’oglan, Secretary. 
Steinm an m oved th at the m eeting adjourn 
until 8 l*. m., as several of the Supervisors had 
uot arrived. Carried. 
EVENING SESSION. 
W hen the m eeting was called to order in the 
evening some fifty persons were present. 
In the 
audience w ere noticed Jam es L. Gould, Superin­ 
tendent o f the Gold Run m ine: ex-Attom ey- 
G eueral Jo Ham ilton, aud other representatives 
o f the m ining interests, also a large num ber of 
valley farmers. 
T he Chairm an called th e m eeting to order. 
He said th e object was to unite the valley coun­ 
ties against the 
hydraulic m ines 
and the 
m onster debris. 
He asked the Secretary to 
reud the call, w hich was as follow s: 
“ In view o f the present status of the a n ti­ 
debris question, the action of our State Legisla­ 
ture, am i th at of the Rivers and Harbors Com­ 
m ittee o f the House of Representatives at 
W ashington, we deem it im portant that a con­ 
ference be liad by the counties bordering on the 
Sacram ento river. 
It seems assured th at Con­ 
gressional aid can only be secured by assuring 
the Governm ent th at the dum ping’ of debris 
from hydraulic m ining into the stream s has 
ceased perm anently. 
It is, to our m ind, of the 
utm ost im portance to secure the proffered aid 
on th e term s in d ic a te d ; aud we also lielievc 
th a t aid w ithout such enforced conditions would, 
if granted, be worse than useless. 
The Sawyer 
and Keyser injunctions are being obeyed, hut 
m any m ines are not enjoined, and will have to 
be before they cease operations ; hence the de­ 
sire for this conference. 
“We therefore respectfully invite your Board, 
with those of Butte, Colusa, Solano, Yolo. Sac­ 
ram ento and San Joaquin counties, to m eet at 
the city of M arysville, T hursday evening. May 
8th, together w ith such of your citizens a> you 
m ay th in k proper t»> invite. (Signed)

Davis of S utter said they had m et to take 
some action regarding th e debris question. 
He 
saw a num ber of citizens present from th e dif­ 
ferent counties, and he w ould lik«* as a prelim i­ 
nary to the action of the Supervisors to liear an 
expression of opinion from them . 
Supervisor Sm ith callea on L. Elkus, a Sacra­ 
m ento m erchant, and a form er Chairm an o f the 
Board o f Supervisors. 
Mr. Elkus said he cam e as a spectator, am i 
did not expect t«> be called upon for a speech or 
expression o f opinion. The m atter under con­ 
sideration was one th at interested him . and. in 
fact, all th e people of Sacram ento. 
He had 
talked the m atter over w ith m em bers of the dif­ 
ferent Boards and also those interested in the 
m ines. The latter, he was inform ed, desired 
five or six weeks longer in w hich to m ake th eir 
clean up, and they then would stop operating 
their m ines. 
He thought this a moue>t request, 
and it would be better and cheaper for all con­ 
cerned if they were allowed to do so. 
Chairm an—W hat m ines ask for that tim e? 
Eikus—G entlem en from Dutch Flat. 
C hairm an—Do you m ean the Bear river mines, 
th at were enjoined a few days ago? 
Elkus—I spenk generally. 
1 understand that 
all they ask is five or six weeks in which to 
clean up. and then they propose to quit. This*, 
in my opinion, should be granted, and D m uch 
cheuj>or than em ploying attorneys. 
Davis of Sutter—The object ol this m eeting is 
not t«> consider bow long they m ay continue to 
run. but to raise m eans t«» m ake them stop. 
Dam of Yuba addressed the m eeting and 
told of the destruction of property by slickeus 
that had come under his observation. The Bear 
river luid been filled up from four to sixty feet, 
and over 83,000,000 of property had been d e­ 
stroyed by slickeus. They had Ijccii nine years 
litigating the m iners, and had stopped a great 
m any; still there were thirteen m ines in opera­ 
tion th at should be enjoined. 
lie thought after 
the long years of suffering am i litigation on the 
part of the farm ers, the m iners should not now 
com e in and ask for clem ency. 
Judge Tubbs, of Sacram ento. sjmke against 
tin* «lumping of debris into the stream s, claim ­ 
ing that it not only destroyed forever large 
bodies of agricultural lands, the products of 
w hich am ounted to more than the gold pro­ 
duced. but it was also destroying the navigable 
stream s and hurbors of tin* .State. 
He enter­ 
tained nothing but the kindest feelings for tin* 
m iners, but in his opinion it was better to have 
little gold now and m ore in the future. 
Mining 
by the hydraulic process must be stopped or the 
State ruined. 
George O hleyersaid th at Congress wa.** willing 
to appropriate the sta te £250J>0.» providing that 
the (lumping of debris into the stream s was 
stopped The Feather, he sai«l. was full, the 
Sacram ento h alf full, Yolo county flooded, and 
it must be conceded by all th at som ething must 
he «lone, and as no Congressional aid could lie 
obtained until m ining ceased, then m easures 
should be taken to stop the evil im m ediately. 
He said the Klku* proposition should not be 
entertained, for those now m ining are pursuing 
an unlaw ful business and th eir arts stand be­ 
tween us and Governm ent aid. 
He spoke of the 
channels of the Sacram ento aud F eather l ivers, 
saying that they h ad been filled up to such an 
extent that even at high w ater they were only 
navigable for light-draft steam ers. 
He said he 
felt 
bitter 
against 
the 
State 
Governm ent 
that 
would 
stand by and see our 
rivers 
destroyed, 
and 
the 
Attorney-General, 
he 
claim ed, who would quibble for weeks over 
some uuim portunt legal point and say not a 
word about this great destroyer, was derelict in 
his duty. 
He said that ><• far no Governor had 
dared even to refer to this great and im portant 
question ill his message. The tim e had come 
for united action, and State officials should he 
inform ed th at they cannot longer shirk this 
great responsibility. The eight w ealthy couuties 
along this river, w hich i- fast being destroyed, 
should join together and m ake the State eligible 
to receive this money. 
Will you do it? Solano 
and Butte counties, which are both deeply 
interested in this m atter, are not here, blit 
they should 
lx*. 
In 
B utte 
county large 
tracts of land have been ruined by debris 
deposits for all tim e to come. It is true, in m any 
instances, th e dum ping grounds are purchased 
by the m iners, but lie claim ed thcv had no right 
to destroy th e land. The m iners have no vested 
rights, th e y never had a contract w ith the 
Governm ent w hich gave them a right to ruin 
tlii.i country. 
If all the counties referred to 
would not unite in this, a common cause, then 
let three or four do so and *ave the State am i 
«secure the national aid. Counties which now 
show no di.sjx>sition to aid in this m atter, if m in­ 
ing i> uot stopjjed. will be overwhelm ed in time. 
L F. Moulton delivered a lengthy address on 
the subject. 
He gave a vivid description o f the 
great dam age done by the slickeus deposita. 
He reviewed the different litigation and paid a 
high com plim ent to editors and law yers who 
had interested them selves in behalf* of 
the 
farm ers. General Hart, he said, was the m an 
who broke the cam el’s back. He suggested that 
a com m ittee should lx* formed of one Super­ 
visor from each county, and th at they em ploy 
attorneys and go ahead. 
He was tired of this 
inaction, vacillation and hum buggery. He hud 
but a ¡*x>r opinion of th e opinions of District 
Attorneys. They are elected on popular issue-, 
can give you an opinion of any kind, and arc 
not to be dejieiided on at all. 
If. he said, this 
dam nable curse is not stopj«ed, ships in a few 
years will be shut out from this western world, 
and in tim e o f w ar we will have in» hurb<»r. The 
m ountains are being throw n down, filling up 
the rivers and bays. 
Mayor Bingham , of Marysville, said w hether 
these*mines are going to be enjoined is not the 
question, but w hether or not you will assist in 
the necessary work. The m ines have been en­ 
joined, the counties of Sutter and Yuba having 
spent to th at cud upw ard of $30,000. Those two 
counties were not s> jhh »r but that they are able 
and willing to protect them selves. 
He w ould 
a>k the Supervisors o f other couuties. however, 
w hether like men they would com e forward and 
help protect th eir m illions «»f pro|»erty. 
He 
would say o f Sacram ento county, that so far as 
the Gold Run case was concerned they hud 
acted wisely, and could already see the fruits of 
th eir outlay. 
Sutter am i Yuba counties had 
enjoined all the im portant m ines along the 
Yuba. Some sm all and unim portant m ines were 
still at work. 
If this Convention did not see tit 
to assist those two counties, they should go right 
along and stop the m ines anyw ay: but in nis 
opinion a common interest should suggest the 
propriety of Sacram ento, Yolo, Colusa am i So­ 
lano counties com ing forward and bearing th eir 
proportion o f the expense. 
W ill S. Green said the Supervisors should get 
together us quickly as possible and agree on 
some common action, 
lie hud been in the light 
from it> com m encem ent, and should be w ith it 
at its death. The tim e for speechm aking and 
new spaper effüsions is gone by; the principle 
has lx*en established, an«l we are hacked by 
public opinion, short and decisive work is now 
in order. \ few thousand dollars to each county 
is a m ere nothing, and should lx* allowed. The 
Governm ent should not stand by aud set' any of 
her realty destroyed. The State or county should 
not ]x‘n n it the «lestruction of land that belongs 
to future generations. 
He said Colusa county 
would do her part. 
Her people were interested 
in protecting the navigability of the river. Give 
us the river, nature’s highw ay, he said, and you 
can take ull the railroads. 
Keep slickeus out of 
the river, and as a com m ercial channel no m an 
«•an buy nor monopolize it. Sau Joaquin county 
should com e to the rescue. 
Her rivers and 
sloughs are fast filling up and their navigability 
destroyed. 
He hoped th a t the 
SujxTvisors 
would act like m en, liberally and pn q x r, and 
that this Convention would result in great good. 
i '.\Yni. Ennis, of Sun Joaquin, said he would as­ 
sure the Convention that the Boiird of Supervis­ 
ors of Sau Joaquin couuty were fully aw are of 
th e im portance and gravity of this m atter. 
Their District Attorney h ad given them an (•pin­ 
ion. in w hich he said an appropriation in this 
direction would not be legal. The Board of 
Supervisors hud sent a com m ittee up the Calave­ 
ras river w ith an engineer on a tour of inspec­ 
tion. The property in the county had suffered 
coiisM erably from m ining debris, and th eir 
navigable livers and sloughs were fast filling 
w ith the same m aterial. 
If we can legally ap ­ 
propriate this 
m oney 
the Board 
will net 
ludopctidently of the District Attorney and do so. 
Twelve valuable farm s on the hanks of Cu la­ 
ve! as were destroyed last season. Fill up our 
sloughs, and it m eans 81 .">0 added to our freight 
on every ton of w heat shipped. 
It is tim e for 
action. Our projx'rty w ill sutler as has Mary­ 
ville. 
If we can legally assist in this laudable 
undertaking we will do so. San Joaquin coun­ 
ty, w ith her $40,000,000 of taxable property, can­ 
not stand by and see it destroyed. 
J. s. Tutt of Yolo moved th at a com m ittee 
composed of one from each county lx' appointed 
on order of business, and that they report at 'J a. 
m. to-dav. Carried. 
The Chair appointed Smith of Sacram ento, 
Dam o f Yuba. Davis of Sutter. Ennis of Sau 
Joaquin, Snyder of Yolo and Kerr of Colusa. 
I 
Christy of Sacram ento stated th at General Jo 
I H am ilton was prescut and desired to address 


the meeting, and he moved that he be allowed 
to do so. 
Chairman—What does he u ish to speak about ? 
Blair said he hoped that General Hamilton 
] would be allowed to address the meeting.

Smith of Sacramento said he was not m favor 
of hearing General Hamilton if he was in the 
interest of the miners. If he came there in the 
interest of the valley people, then he would be 
willing to listen to him all night. He had the 
greatest respect for General Hamilton, and also 
lor the miners, but the latter he considered 
were committing a great wrong.

FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The Supervisors have given $3,000 to the 
Fourth of July celebration fund. 
Seven hundred Chinese passengers will 
come on the steam er City oi R iode Janeiro, 
which is now due in this port. 
The California State Dental Association 
opened its fifteenth annual session in Par­ 
lor A of the Palace Hotel Tuesday m orn­ 
ing. 
Checks for rebates on the duty 011 cigars 
and tobacco, am ounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars in this city, are now being 
issued. 
Colonel Shoenlmr, Post Comm ander of 
Garfield Post, Grand Army of the Republic, 
has forwarded 150 pounds of washing, 
shaving and toilet soap to the Veterans’ 
Home at Yountville. 
The iron molders have initiated a strike, 
owing to several firms employing more ap­ 
prentices than is perm itted by the rules of 
the union. 
In retaliation, one or two firms 
have declared a lockout. 
A t a meeting of the Supervisors Monday 
evening a resolution granting permission 
to the Sacram ento Electric Light Company 
to erect poles and to m aintain an electric 
light, circuit throughout the city was in­ 
definitely postponed. 
There was an active w ithdrawal of du ti­ 
able goods for consum ption in this m arket 
last m onth. 
The am ount paid for duties 
in May was the largest for any m onth this 
year, and was upwards o f $100.000 in ex­ 
cess of the total for April. 
The Government steamer M cArthur, after 
m aking surveys for three days on the bar, 
reports th at there is no doubt of the water 
there having deepened. This settles the 
t a r expressed in several quarters that the 
nay was likely to become a lake on account 
of hydraulic mining. 
A strike has been initiated am ong some 
of the journeym en tailors. The violation 
of a rule of the Journeym en Tailors’ Pro­ 
tective Union allowing a tailor to employ 
only one assistant was the cause. 
Uy some 
it is claimed that il is a movement against 
the employment of women in tailor shops, 
but this is denied by the President of the 
Union. 
Ex-Governor George C. Perkins has re­ 
ceived from the Secretary of the Treasury 
at W ashington the handsome gift of a gold 
life-saving medal awarded to W illiam H. 
Daily under authority of the Act of Con­ 
gress nf June 20, 1871, and Section !) of the 
Ai t of May I. 1882. This medal i- given 
to Mr. Daily in recognition of his heroism 
in saving persons from drowning. 
F or m any years Peter Seculovieh has 
straggled to prevent the navigation of Islais 
creek from being obstructed, and he has at 
last obtained a decision l>v Judge Allen 
supporting the view that he has taken. 
Mr. Seculovieh has brought to the Court's 
notice the fact that the act of admission of 
California into the Union forever prohibits 
the obstruction of navigable streams. 
This 
had a direct bearing upon the decision in 
The debris cases and was cited by the Judges 
rendering it. The determ ined efforts of 
Mr. Seculovieh to have Islais creek kept 
open for navigation h a s greatly benefited 
the State.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 


T h e D eb ris S u its—O pinion F iled by th e 
D istrict A ttorn ey. 
The Board m et yesterday, pursuant to ad ­ 
journm ent, all the mem bers present. 
M inutes 
read and approved. 
On motion o f Mr. Gottlieb, the ' Jerk of the 
Board was directed to advertise for tw o carloads 
of white oak wood. 
On motion of Mr. Blair, the C hairm an of the 
Hospital Committee was authorized to purchase 
one carload of lone coal. 


T h e majority of the Com m ittee on Contracts, 
to whom had been referred the bid of A. A. 
Clough for painting the roof of the County Hos­ 
pital engine-house, etc., 
recom m ended th at 
Clough be aw arded the contract for $300, and 
that lie give a bond in th* sum of §500 for the 
faithful perform ance of the work. Mr. Steinm an 
differed from the m ajority of the com m ittee, for 
the reason that there was but one bidder. 
Mr. Bailey m oved th e adoption of the m a­ 
jority report. and the motion prevailed. 
District Attorney Carey, to whom had been 
referred questions as to the hiring of an attorney 
or attorneys to com plete the debris suits, sub­ 
m itted a w ritten opinion, w hich was read and 
placed on file. 
On motion of Mr. Steinm an. th e m atter was 
made the special order for 10 a. m. next Friday. 
The following is District Attorney Carey s 
o p in io n : 
Sacramento, June 3 ,1884. 
7b tJic Iionorablf , thr Hoard of Supervisors of 
Sacramrntn County—G entlem en : Your resolu 
tion, un d er date o f June J. 1SS4, covering tw o 
questions, is at hand, and hud my careful 
consideration. 
The first question i." as follow s: “ Can the ad­ 
m inistratrix o f the estate of George Cadwalader 
appoint anyone to consum m ate the contract left 
unfinished by the death of George Cadwalader?” 
I understand the contract referred to is the 
one found set o.tt at laige on pages 107 and 408 
of old Book K o f the record of the proceedings of 
the Board o f Supervisors of this county. By the 
term s o f this contract George Cadw alader under­ 
took. iu consideration o f the sum of $12,000, to 
be paid in the m anner therein stipulated, to con­ 
duct to final determ ination sueli suits against 
hydraulic m ines as the Board m ight direct ; 
th a t certain suits were brought, and are now 
pending, but have not been finally determ ined, 
and are in an unfinished condition. By the 
term s of tliis contract, as I read it, and a fair 
construction of its term s. George Cadw alader 
agreed and undertook to give his personal at­ 
tention. skill and learning to such cuses as 
m ight l»e brought under the direction of the 
Board of Supervisors. 
His death term inated 
his relations as attorney iu these cases and 
term inated his power as agent and attorney, 
lie hinisclfdid not have the power of substituting 
another in liis stead, how m uch less then 
could the adw inistratix of his estate do so? lie 
undertook to render his personal service for the 
consideration m entioned, and was clothed w ith 
no authority bv th e term s o f th e contract be­ 
yond the usual aud ordinary authority o f an 
attorney in cases. His death renders it impossi­ 
ble for him to carry out the contract and it is 
now at an end, and nothing rem ains of it but to 
adjust his claim under it. 
Your second question is as follows: “ Can the 
Board of Supervisors hire an attorney to carry 
oil tlu* suits already begun under the counsel 
ind m anagem ent o f C adw alader?” 
1 do not 
know what suits are pending w ithin the m ean­ 
ing o f your question. 
I know o f the Gold Run 
case and the case brought in the nam e o f Hick­ 
ory liobbs as plaintiff*. 
1 have alw ays doubted 
the authority of the Board of Supervisors to re­ 
tain and pay counsel ill eith er of these eases. 
The power of the Board o f Supervisors to employ 
special coun>el is now and has alw ays been 
m easured by the fact as to w hether the county, 
as such, a> a body politic had interests involved 
in the litigation—public county interests as dis­ 
tinguished from State and private interests. 
By 
subdivisión 17 of.Section 25 of the present County 
Government bill, you have power to employ 
counsel to assist the District Attorney iu ail suits 
to w hich the county i> a PARTY. The under­ 
scored clause 
has been construed to mean 
not only 
suits to 
w hich she is a party 
upon th e record, but all suits in the prosecu­ 
tion 
or 
defense 
of 
which 
she 
has or 
is supposed to have an interest," etc. (Ilorn- 
blower Y". Duden, to Cnl., 669-70). The question 
then i.-. Hus the county, us such, any apparent, 
obvious or discernible interest in the litigation— 
that is, is the m atter involved a county affair? 
The pertinent inquiry in these cases is w hat 
property belonging to the county is dam aged? 
W hat land does she own that is being sub­ 
m erged w ith sedim ent and debris? The streahis 
and channels of the rivers and th eir tributaries 
belong to the sovereignty and the State, subject 
to lim ited rights and uses by th e citizen. The 
county has no ow nership in them , nor is she 
their protector. The lands upon which this de­ 
vastation is com m itted, in most every instance, 
belongs to private ow ners, and is a private in­ 
jury to such owner. In no case is th e county 
the ow ner of lands or other property alleged to 
be dam aged or threatened w ith injury. 
How 
then is it that the Board of Supervisors, the 
business m anagers o f public affairs, should 
be perm itted to take the public funds to em ­ 
ploy counsel to secure a rem edy, for a private 
injury done and com m itted by one citizen 
against another, or by one class of citizens 
against another, or by one iudustry against an- 
>ther, and all contributing th eir quota of reve­ 
nue for public uses. 
In the one case—th e Gold 
Run cast—the ' tale is a party plaintiff'and as 
well ill interest. In the other cáse the “ Hobbs 
e ” —a private citizen, who alleges a private 
injury against his property, is the party plain­ 
tiff’and as well in interest. Blit it may be said 
in the first case, that all industry contributes to 
the revenue of the state, and if, in the case of 
the county, the public funds should not for that 
reason be used, then in this ease it should not 
be used by th e State, and it would leave us help­ 
less. 
In the case o f the state, however, she 
would be carrying out her frust. and she u n ­ 
questionably lia» an interest in the legislation, 
to w it: restraining the filling up ol the rivers 
and destroying the waters as public high­ 
way.". But this trust la*longs—■this duty de­ 
volves—upon 
the 
State, 
and 
not 
the 
sm aller 
subdivisions 
as 
counties. 
Any 
litigation in w hich th e county, as such, has an 
interest she lues a a right to incur debts to pro­ 
tect, us by way of em ploying counsel. Hence, 
the power is m easured by the question of inter­ 
est involved, 
li is not a question of policy|and 
popularity, nor should such m atters l>e consid­ 
ered in determ ining a question of this character. 
Should i now measure m y judgment by such 
considerations 1 would come to a very different 
conclusion. The only cases 1 have noticed from 
our own Suprem e Court bearing directly upon 
tli is question is the case hereinbefore cited, and 
one in the 13th Cal. Reports. The case in the 
tli vol., however, is the leading case. In both 
these cases the interest of the city in the one 
and the county in the other was very clear and 
unm istakable. 
In l*oth cases property right" 
were involved. 
The Suprem e court say. in the Horn blower- 
Duden ease, in discussing this m a tte r: “ Wc do 
not. of course, intend to be understood as im ­ 
plying that tlu* county lie liable in a case w here 
.-li** obviously had no interest. There mu 
undoubtedly

some ground for th e ac­ 
tion 
of 
the 
Board, 
some 
reason 
for 
supjMising that the interests of the county are 
involved; ."he cannot be made liable in respect 
to a m atter in w hich she is m anifestly not con­ 
cerned by any action of th e Board.” 
The .Su­ 
prem e < ourt w as then passing on the very ques­ 
tion involved here, tno right of an attorney to 
over a ice for prosecuting a case for the 
county under em ploym ent by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
Has Sacram ento county, as a county, 
any interest, apparent, manifest or discernible, 
iu the result of this litigation? That is, interest 
in the sense that she has property, “ county 
property," involved. 
If not. then the power 
docs not exist to em ploy counsel, and I am 
forced to the opinion that your predecessors hud 
not the power, nor do yon |h>s>css it, to employ 
counsel in these cases m entioned, n<»r none that 
I am aw are of involving w hat is known as the 
“ d eb ris” question. 
1 w ill conclude by saying that if your prede­ 
cessors. who m ade the original coi i tract, had 
the jiower to m ake it and bind the county, then 
you have the power now, but in my opinion 
they did not have such power nor dó you pos­ 
sess it. 
The powers o f tlu* Board of Supervisors arc 
Mich, and such only, as are expressly enum er­ 
ated in the statute defining their powers, and 
such as are necessarily im plied from those 
enum erated. There is no express authority or 
power to employ counsel but in Subdivision 17 
of Section to o f the Act of 188». They have the 
im plied power to em ploy counsel in the execu­ 
tion of every trust or charge devolving ujion 
them in the discharge of such trust. They are 
the guardians of the property interest of the 
county, and us such m ust protect it and core for 
it. The litigation in question necessarily in­ 
volves property interests, aud can by no possible 
construction l»e w ithin any other charge or 
trust devolving upon th e Board, 
if. then, th e 
property of the county is not involved, if the 
county has no property interests involved of 
w hich she is the owner, there is neither an cx- 
pr* s' n r im plied pow er to employ counsel in the 
litigation. 
There 
is 
alw ays a question of 
jurisdiction involved in every act 
o f your 
honorable 
Board, 
and 
every 
thing 
done 
without 
an 
express 
or 
im plied 
authority of law is beyond your jurisdiction and 
void or voidable. Courts have no authority to 
review certain questions determ ined by your 
honorable Board: that is. your action is final 
and decisive. But th e question o f jurisdiction, 
of authority, is always subject to review and de­ 
term ination by the G ourt s. 
Hence the whole question comes to the propo­ 
sition. in every view of it. Has the county, as 
such, any interest ? Not have a majority of her 
citizens interests involved; not does popular 
clam or dem and it. Such tilings cannot confer 
jurisdiction nor authority, but has the county 
property interests involved? 1 am unable to 
discover any such, am i hence my opinion here­ 
inbefore expressed.
